S the chicfe and primarie end of mans cre. 
Adonis che Worſhippe of G O'D fo ſhall 7 
WE che firſt, and ſpeciall motive of my procee- 
ding be the advancemenc of his Glorie, and 
chat by the propagation of the Goſpell of 
IESYVS CHRIST amongſt an Heathen 
people, where Chriſtianitic hath not beene knowne , nor 
the worſhippe of the true GOD. Where can bee ſc. 
lected a more excellent ſubjeR, than to caſt downethe Al. 
cars of Devills, and to raife vp the Altar of CHRIST : to 
forbidde the Sacrifice of men, that they may offer vp 
the Sacrifices of contrite Spirites. 

Is it not a determined Trueth, that the Goſpell of le- 
ſus Chriſt ſhould bee preached to all the Worlde ( Heaven 
and Earth ſball paſſe æway, bat G ODS e wet paſſe 4- 
Way). And is it not as certaine a Concluſion, amongſt all 
the Divines, thattheſe are the latter Dayes,, wherem we 
live, well knowne by the frgnes that were to come before, 
ſette downe by God himſelfe in his ſacred Worde, and 
forthe moſt part alreadie manifeſted? And hath *

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all-ſceing Providence begunne as firſt by diſcoyerie, and 
next by plantation of ſo hudge and ſo waſte a tract, more 

ie, chan properlie called the New Worlde, va- 
knowne but within chis 69. yeeres, except by a glimpſe, 
to make appeare the progreſſe of his divine Providence, 
how hee will haue the ſeede of his worke to bee ſowne a- 
mong(t them; Then'doth it not belonge vnto vs to pro- 
lecute his worke; and as by merchandizing and trade wee 
buy at them the pearlesof the Earth; wee ought to com- 
municate vnto them the pearles of Heaven. 

The time hath never beene ſo apparent as now, vnder 
our molt gratious and Soveraigne Lord, King CHARLES, 
whole generous and gratious goodwill by encouragemear 
to the (ame, hath manifeſted che ſame ſince hee reccaved 
the Crowne, to bee the ſelected inſtrument to atchieue it. 

Then ſhould got chat Heroicke, and illuſtrious diſpo- 
ſition in Him, whom wee ſee fo promptto bee (till in a- 
Rion, boch incice ,and invite to ſo noble deſi all ſuch 
as would ſhunne the umputation of idleneſſe to imitate 
His foot - ſteppes. | a 

Is it vnlawfull for vs to come to them? No; it is the 
duetie of Chriſtianitie in vs, to behold the imprinted foot - 
ſteppes of GODS glorie in everie Region vnder Heaven, 
and to them, againſt che Law of Nations, to violate a peace» 
able Stranger, or to deny vs harbour. 

Is it vnlawfull for vs to trade with them? No, vnleſle 
Salmen ſhould bee condemned of ſending for Golde to 
Ophir, Avraham for making a league wich Abumelech, and 
all Chriſteadame for havuig commerce with Take: , and 
' guſcreancs. 

Nor neither is it valawfull that wee poſſeſſe part of 
their Lands, and dwell wich them, and defend our felyes 
from them, becauſe there is no other moderate, and mixt 
courſe, to bring them to converſion, but by daylic con- 
verſation, where wee may ſee the Life , and leatue the Lan- 

guages 
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guages each of others: and becauſe there is ite 
ficient in the Land, (as Sichem ſaid) for them, and vs 

extent of an 100. myles becing ſcarce wich 
inhabitants: and chicfhe becauſe (as PY gaue Go 

to Iſrael, ere Epbron fold his caue to Abraham) they have 
ſolde to our 2 Lands for copper (wluch they 
more eſteme of han money ) to inherite and inhabie;, as 

Paſpebay and Powbeten, two our there gremeſt Kinges to 
theſe cur Colonies in Virginia; and chieflis (a8 it is wric- 
ten by Captaine lobi Smith, a worthie actour in the buſi- 
neſſe) when Captaine Newpert was defired by Pe 
at Miro wacomaco, to come from Ilm towng in Firginie, 
where hee was, as a place vnwholeſome, and to take 
poſſeſſion of another whole Kingdome, which hee gave 
vnto him. all 

I any ſcrupulous conſcience will impute, that ver wee 
can — further limit es, than was alloted by com- 
poſition, and that fortitude without juſtice, is but che 
fircbrand of iuiquitie. Let him know that Plate deſineth 
it to bee no injuſtice, to take a (word out of the hand of 

a madde man. And Saint Anga/tine hath allowed, for a 
lawfull ofenſiue warre that revengerh injuries, and where- 
in the whole Divines in Exropr, although contraverting 
farre inotherthings, yet in this they all agree, that it 13 
lawfull, That the Church of Rene allowe x. The Spa- 
niard, and Port ag allet large and ample territoriea and king - 
domes in the 15. Provinces of Maric, Nacus H 
Nueua Gallicia, & c. beare witneſſe. And for the Church 
of England, their Bermudes irg iuian, and New Eg land con- 
queſſe and colonies afficme it. And the Church of Gene- 
vs in the yeere I555. determined in a Synede( where 
Calvin was prelident ) to ſende Peter Rochirr, and i 
Quadrigarins, vnder a French Captaine to Brin. althogh 
they were ſupplanted by the Cardinall of Laine, and 


the creacherie of their falſe Captaine.

Wherein can the taſte of true vertue, and 
maguanimit ie bee more ſweete and pleaſanc, t han in plan- 
ting; and building a foundation for thy poſteritie; gotte 
from the rude earth by Gods bleſſing, and thine owne in-

member, than for to finde unployment for thoſe that are 
idle, becauſe they knowe not what to doe} Poſteritie 
ſhall remember thee tor it, and remembring, ever ho.

ly the adventures of her youthe, not in ryors at home, 
bac = dangers abroad ? 3 juſtice, and judgment. 
out of their own experience when t rewe aged. What 
was their ruine and hurt, but this: te —— — 
want ot experience, hypocriticall ing goodneſſe, & 
groming ons formall Temporiſts 2 at their Pre- 

eceſſours gotte in many yeeres, they loſt in few dayes: 
theſe by their paines and laboures became Lordes of the 
Worlde, they by their caſe and vyces became ſlaves to 
their ſervants, 

Then, w ho would live at home idle ( orthink in him 
ſclfe any worth to live) onlie to care, drinke, and ſleepe, 
and fo to die? or by conſuming that careleſlie, which 
their predeceſſours hath got worthilic ? or by vſing that 
miſerablie, that maintained vertue honeſtlie 2 or, for bee. 
ing deſcended noblic, pyne with the vaine yauar of Kin- 
red in penurie 2 or (to unaintaine a ſillie ſhow at braverie ) 
toy le out the heart, (ovle, and time baſche, by ſluſtes, 
trickes, cardes, or dyce 2 or by relating gewes of oth ers 
actions, ſharke hecre or there for a 
deceiving his friends by faire prom) 
in borrowing where hee never intendeth to pay? offen- 
ding the Lawes, ſurfeting with exceſſe, burthening his

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| the World hath yet, and what 2ffigence of all things; for 
ſuch as will ſecke, and worthilic deſerue them. Heere

| ſubje cs. 

| » It woulde bee a Hiftorie of a large volume to recite the 


adventures of the Spaniards and Portag ales, their conſtant 
reſolutions, with ſuch incomparable honour, ſo farre be. 
- yoad belietcin their diſcoveries, and plantations, as may 
well condemne ys of too much imbecillitie, ſloth, and ne- 
gligence. And yet the authoursof theſe new inventions 
were helde as ridiculons at that time: as now are others 
that doe hut ſeeke to imitate their vnparalelled vertues. 

And though wee ſee daylie their mountaines of wealth 
( ſprung | from the plants of their generous indeyoures ) 
yer 15 our incredulitic , and vntowardneſle ſuch, and ſo 
great, that either ignorantlie wee belecve nothing; or 
lo curiouſlie conteſt, to prevent wee know not what fu. 
ture events that ſo wee either neglect, or oppreſſe, or 
diſcourage both our ſelves, and others, that might both 
as eaſilie and would as willinglie attempt and embrace the 
like. 

Who ſeeth not, what is the 'greateſt good of the Spani- 

7 ard, but theſe newe concluſions, in ſearching theſe vn- 
knowne | partes of this vnknowne Wotlde: by which 
meanes hee diveth even into the veric ſecreetes of all his 
Neighboures, and the moſt part of the Worlde, 

And when the Portagalles aud Spaniards had found the 
Eaſt and Weſt Indies, how manie did condemue them- 
ſelves that did not accept of that honeſt offer of noble 
Columbus, who vpou the neglect of Fngland, to whom 
it was fut offcred; brought them to itt perſwading them. 
felves the Worlde had no ſuch places, as tuey had tound:

And ſeeing further, for all they have, they ceaſe noe 
ſtill to ſearch for chat. which yet they neither haue, nor 
knowe not 1 it is ſtrange that wee ſhoulde bee ſo dull, as 
not maintaine that which wee haue, and purſue thar, 
which wee knowe. 

1 am (urethat manie would take i in an evill part to be - 
abridged of the titles and honours of their predeceſſou ra: 
when if but truelie they would judge them(clves: looke 
howe inferiour they are to their noble vertues, ſo much 
they arc vnworthie of their honours, and livings : which 
never were ordained for ſhowes aad ſhadowes, to main- 
taine idleneſſe and ſloath, but to make them more able 
to abound in honour by heroicall deedes of action, judge - 
ment, pietie and vertue. 

What was it they would not doe both in purſe and per- 
ſon for the good of the Common -· wealet and may not this 
bee a motive for ys to fer out ſuch as may bee ſpared of 
our kindred in ſuch generous defignes, Religion aboue 
all things ſhould move ( eſpeciallie che Cleargie ) if wee 
were religious, to ſhowe our faith by our workes, in con- 
verting theſe poore ſayages to the knowledge of GOD. 
Honaur migꝭt move the Generic, valiant ind induſtriousg 
the hope and atfurance of wealth, all: if wee were ſuch, 
as wee would ſeeme, and deſire to bee accompred, 

Or bee wee ſo farre inferiour to other Nations, or our 
Spirites ſo farte dejected from our ancient Predecelloures

ND asl haue ſpoken of two principall cad ſes that 
"gy 0 X hath induced mee; Thethird of my ends may hap- 
bene” x ur pilie bee no leſſe forcible to encourage all ſuch, whole e- 
ducation, ſpirits and judgments, wants but onlie the purſe 
to proſecute the ſame with mee, and that is the private 
and particulare gaine, that may bee got by ſo law fulliund 
eaſie meanes: whereof it is more than admurable, that ſuch 
ſhoyld either bee ſo wilfullie ignorant , or ſo negligently 
careleſſe as not to bee moved to imbrace, and ſpeciallie, 
ſich imployment as may ſearch out cominoditics , to live 
happilie, plentifullie, and at caſe, | | 
Ovught not everie man to regard, aſwell to inlarge his 


patrimonie, as that hee bee not chiargeable to 1 8 lo 
; arte 
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farreas hee may by his vertue and induſtrie, in a lawful 
and honeſt manner attaine vnto. Is nota lawfull ſearch 
for ſuch commodities, to bee preferred to an idle floath- 
fulneſſc? and an honorable policie in a lawfull plantation 
abroad, before vnlawfull monopolies, and wrangling ſures 
of Law, by neighbour againſt neighbour at home, impove- 
riſhing thy ſelfe, and thy native Countrie, whereot thou 
oughteſt to bee a more profitable member? 

May not the fortunate ſucceſſe of the plantation of 
Ireland, fo freſh and recent to all, whence ſo great com- 
modities are brought both to England, and Scotland, and 
whereby the Countrie it ſelfe iv entiched, and wee ſo be- 
nefited, bee int icements to induce vs to the hike. The 
ver turous, and generous Spirites of reſolute Gentlemen, 
vnder-takers of this plantation, haue raiſed their fortunes 
worthie of honcur; and by his Majeſties favour, their 
vertues rewarded with the titles of Earles, Vice-Countes 
Lords, Barronets, and Knights, according to their qua- 
lacies, and his Majeſties pleaſure. The meaner ſort, ſuchas 
artiſanes, labourers of the ground, the greater part where- 
of, were knowne to haue ſcarce a competent meancs to 
defraye the charges of their paſſage thither, now pro- 
moted to bee Gentlemen, and of great meanes. And 
why may not time produce as great effects to vertue, in 
others who (hall follow her pathes with reſolution: where 
as good occaſions are are offered, in a climate more tem- 
perate, a Soyle more fertile , and farre exceeding in grea- 
ter commodities? 


And laſt, ro ſhake off the difficulties, and impedi- 
mentes that may bee objected : as the dangerouineile of 
Sea, the barienneſſe ot tie Sovle , and the vawholeſome- 
neſſe of the climate; all which diſcouragements might a- 
ſtoniſhe ſome with geare, and to thunke our expenſſes.

Ihauethereforeheereraken a view that you may 
generallie knoweand learne, what the Countrie is, and her 
commotliics: the temperature ofthe climate: nature of the 
natives: and the eaſineſſe of the paſſage; all which I hill 
briefly runne over; only to remove from before your feete 
the ſtumbling blocks of impoſſibilitie that may affright vs. 
The Countrie it is called by the name of Cape Briton, 
now New Gallewsy: new, not in reſpect of the diſcoverie 
thereot, which to the judgment of men of knowledge and 
vnderſtanding is not new, but old; for the much hath been 
written thereof, yet new, not olde, becauſe of our new vn- 
dertaking ofthar plantation. Ic is ſituated betwixt the de- 
greets of 45. and 57. an Vland within the Sea, but vpon the 
maine, ſevered by the diſtance of foure leagues in ſome 
parts, of two or three at other parts: and at others, leſſe. 
The Vlaad is in length ſome 120. myles, and in breadth 
80. myles or thereby: ſtanding South eaſt, and North · weſt 
to New Scotland; vvhere the great river Canada ingorgeth 
her ſelfe in the maine Ocean. Harbours there bee excee- 
ding good on all ſides, in moſt part vvhereof are ancorage 
for ſhippes of all burthen. Yles there be about over · grov vn 
vvith good timber of diverſe forts of vyood; all as yet not 
diſcovered, exceptthe Yle Sablon, yyhich is full of vvoodes 
and vvilde beaſtes, but vvithout any people. The Land 
; 15 vvatered by foure maine tivert, full of Salmond, and di- 
verſe other ſortes of fiſhes. It hath plentie of ſpringes of 
ſyveete vyaters. Tovvards the North-eaſt, Monntanous: 
and royyard the South-weſt Camp ainge: promifing as rich 
entralles as anie other Kingdome to whom the Sunne is no 
nearer neighbour. The ground in it ſelf ſo fertile and good 
as may equalize any of the Kingdomes that ly eth in the 
highe of 45.45.47. Oalie this advantage I find in nature, 
that they haue above this: they are bewrifhed by the long la 
bour & diligence of induſtrious people & airt: & this is only 
as God made it, hen he created tie world, vncultured, plan 
ted & manured by men of znduſtry, judgmẽt & expericuce, 


— 
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Tt commodities which we ſhal thence ſhall 
be great, for the Sea (hall ſweeren our with ber bene. 
fices, as theLand,and the Land aſwell as the Sea. The Sca 
(hall reach vs vp her Whale, her turbot, her ſturgiou, cod, 
haddocke, ſmall ling, makkerell, herring, muller, pearch, 
Eele, crab, lobſter, muskle,wilk, oyſter, and mafinite ochers. 
Fiſh is the maine Staple, from whence is to be extracted, a 
preſent commoditie to produce the reſt; which how ſue ver 
1c may ſeeme meane and baſe, yet it is the Myne, and the Sea 
is the ſource of theſe ſilvered ſtreames of all theſe vertues, 
which hath made the Helanders, the miracle of induſtrie, & 
patterne of perfection for theſe affaires; and the benefice of 
fiching, is that Primam mobile, that turneth all their Spheare 
to this hight of plentie, ſtrength, honour, and admiration. 

The ground it will yeeld vs an admired varietiezſome wee 
ſhall haũe that are merchantable, which, by the ſerving for 
ordinarie neceſſars of the planters & inhabitanti, may yeeld 
a ſuperplus ſufficient, by way oftraffick and exchange with 
other nations, to enriche our ſelves the proyyders ſuch as 
fla xe, hempe, which the Soy le doth y eeld of it ſelf not plan- 
ted. For pit ch, tarre, rozeu and turpentine, there bee theſe 
kind of trees there,which y eeld them aboundantlie. Saſſa- 
fras, called by the natives ,winauk, a kind of wood of ſw eet 
ſmell, and of rare vertues in Phy ſick. The Vine, it groweth 
t here x ild. Oyle there may be there of two ſortes: one of 
walnutszand another of berries, like the ackornes, which the 
natives vile, Furres of manie and diverſe kinds; ſuch as the 

matterne, the otter. the black foxe. tlie luzernes, Deere skins, 
be vers, wildcas, and manic others. Sweet gemmes of di- 
verſe kinds, and many other Apothecarie dtugges. Dycs 
of diverſe ſortes: ſuch as ſhocmake, fur blacke: the ſeede of 
an hearbe called vaſebut, and alicle ſimall toote called chap- 
pacor, for ted & for blew, the herbe woad, a thing of great 
vent aud vſe at home for Dycrs, and many other ccmmodi- 
ties merchantable, whici Ly plantiag may bee rauſed. : 

Other 
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Other commodities there are, which the grounY doth 
yeeld vs for victuall and ſuſtenance of mans life, and y - 
ſuallie fedde vpon by the naturall inhabitants: for it 18 
knewne to bee ſo fertile, as without queſtion capable of 
producing of any graine , fruite, or roote, or ſeede you 
will ſowe, or plant, growing in any other region of che 
(ame hight. The grames are maze, which we call Guinic 
wheat, according to the conntrie from whence the like 
hath beene brought, and this graine is much about the 
bigneſſe of our ordinarie peaſe. There is alſo beanes, 
called of the natives Oknigier : and peaſe called by them, 
wickonkour. They hauepompions, millons, and gourds, 
and an herbe called melden, growing foure, or five foote 
high, of the ſeede they make a thicke broth, and potage 
of a good taſte, and of the ſtalke , by burning it in aſhes 
they make a kinde of ſalt earth, wherewith they ſeaſon 
their brothes, other ſalt they know not. They haue the 
hearbe Tobacco, called by the natives Vppowoc, in great 
plentie. Furites they haue of ſundaie ſorts: as cheſ- nuts, 
walnutes, grapes, medlars, mulberries, gooſe-berries, reſ- 
pices, ſtra w- berties, plummes, currans, or a fruite like cur. 
rans. Rootes they haue of diverſe kindes; Openauk, a 
kinde of roote, of around forme and bigneſſe of walnues, 
which beeing boyled or ſodden, are verie goode meate - 
Okeepauke, an other roote found in drye ground, which 
they eate with fiſhe, or fleſh: Tſinaw, a roote like the chi- 
na-roote, growing together in cluſters, of this rooce they 
make bread. Of beaſts; they haue Deere red, and tallow, 
conies, blacke foxes, and others, bevers , beares, wilde- 
cats, otters, marternes, luzernes, allanes, wolves, ſquirel's, 
and a beaſt called Moos, bigger than a Stagge. For fowle 
they haue the turkie, che gooſe , the ducke, the ſkeldrake, 
the cran, the teale, Eagles, Falcons, marlin- hawkes. 

And finallic are thoſe other commodities, as are behove- 


full for thoſe, which ſhall plant and inhabite to kno x of: 
ſuch 
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ſuch as oakes, aſh: , elme, firre, che pine, and aſcops ; 
which is a kinde of tree like che Laurell, the barke 
whereof , is hotte in taſte, and (pycie : hazell, plum. 
tree, walnuc-tree, cheſnur-rree, and marie others, which 
Jomitt to rehearſe. For to mike mencioa of the ſeve- 
rall beaſtes, birdes, fiſhes, fruites, flowres, gummes, 
rootes, ſweete woodes, trees, hearbs, and other com: 
modicies , wherewith the nd is ſo natura lie, and ſo 
plentitullie enriched , and ſtored withall; I ſhould fill 
Decads: but referring theſe to the relations of ſuch as hat 
fullic collected the varieties of them, I come to the tem» 
perature of the climar. 

The nature of che Climate wee mave eafilie conclude 
from the hight whereinco it is ſituatedʒ beeing in the 4 5 
46. and 47. which is as temperate, and as fruirfall az a- 
nie other paralell in. the World; and anſwerable to theſe 
fruictull partes in Fraxce , which are accompted the gar. 
den of Exrepez Poifien, and Avjen: and where is that fa. 
mous river of Lee, adorned with ſo manie faire, ſo an- 
cient, and populous Cities: and manie other notable , 


and famous K. : a3You maye looke in the vni- 
verſall —_— I meane not to be tedious: and 
ſo having there ſuch excellent temperacureeof the aire at 


all ſeaſons, much warmer than heere, and never ſo ve- 
hementlic hotte as it is vuder, and betwixe the Tropicks, 
wy neere them, wee neede not thinke of ynwholeſomce 
e. 

And no for the paſſage: 1s not the navigation knowne 
to bee ſhort, as ſufficienche experimented to have beene 
performed with an ordinarie winde in eighteene dayes, 
and in as much backe againe? how manic Dutch, Egli. 
and French goe yeerclic there for fiſhing on the coaſte, 
and backeagaine to cheir great commodities and profice : 
and by the waye wee neither ſhall haue lee ſhoare, ene- 
mies, coalt, rocke, nor ſands, all which in other voyages 

and 
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and in our coaſtings at home wee are ſubject vnto. 

And now laſt , it reſtech I ſpeakea worde of the na- 
ture of the people, in fo farre as you maye knowe, how 
htle they are to bee feared, in reſpect of troubling our 
ia hab ting and planting. 

They are a people lo fewe, ſo poore, fo baſe, fo in- 
civile, and fo ſavage, as wanting both multitude, po. 
wer, or arte to harme vs. They are cloathed with looſe 
niantles, made of Deere $kinnes , caſten reunde about 
their midgles, the reſt of their bodie all naked, of ſuch 
ſtature onelie as wee are heere, having no edge tooles. 
nor weapons of yron , nor ſteele to cffende vs, neither 
knowe they how to make anie, nor howe to vſe them. 

Thefe weapons which they have, are onelie Bowes 
made of Haz«ll , and arrowes of reedes : flat edged trun- 
cheons alſo of vvood, about a yarde long: neither have 
they anie thing to defende thewſclyes, but targes made 
of barkes,, and ſome armour made of ſtickes vvickered 
together vvih threed. In number they are verie fewo, 
in ewentie my les, ſcarce threeſcore people. Towaes in 
the countrie are verie rare, and ſmal: : containing fewe 
inhabitants: and hee is a Viroan, or great Lord, that hath 
the government of one towne. There houſes are li- 
tle, made of ſmall poles, and faſt at the toppes in round 
forme, in wolte parte covered with barkes. If there 
Mouldb fall out anie Warres betwixt vs and them, what 
fight coulde there bee, wee having advantages againſt 
them, ſo manie manner of wayes: it maye bee eaſilie i- 
magined , by out diſcipline, our ſtrange weapons, eſpe · 
ciallie, our Ordinance great, and ſmall. And by the 
experience that others hath had of them there, in pla- 

ces more lous than this of ours: where the raking 
of chem- ſelves to their heeles , was their beſt defence 


againſt them, 


S 
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So ſeeing you maye perceive , what the Countrie is, 
and how t the aire how temperate, and whole - 
ſome? the Soyle how fertile, and hat affluence it doeth 
yeelde of commoditie t the natives how both ſo fee, 
and ſo harmeleſſc 2 and the paſſage, howe ſo eaſie, and 
ſo frequentlie experimented ? I hope there remaineth no 


cauſe, the action ſhould bee miſliked. 

Thas referring my relation to your favourable con- 
ſtrutions 2 the ſucceſſe of the action to Him, who is to 
bee acknowledged the Author and Governour, not onlie 
of this, but of all chi elſe : and theſe my ſubſequeat 

Offers, which I have freelie, and willinglie 
granted, as helpes, and furtherances for 
your encouragement to ſo good a 
Worke , yee maye pervſe, and 
onelie imbrace as you (hall 
thinke your ſelves 

diſpoſed.

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But yer ler vs come a liele nearer vnto our (clyes; and 
ſee the diſtreſſes afwell amongſt the great, as the (mall, 
throughout the whole Kingdome: and what increaſe 
there is of debrs amongſt ys in theſe day es, never heard 
of before amongſt our Predeceſſoures, wee ſhall finde, 
that if wee followe not ſome other induſtrious manner 
of waye, to relieve them, then by menaging, in hat- 
ſome-ever, and beſt forme wee can, our revenues, that 
they ſhall never bee relieved. 

There are three thinges that troubleth our eſtates 
that wee cannot live as our Predeceſſoures did before ys: 
Firſt, the prodigalicie,.both in our ſclyes , our ſervants , 
and our houſes. Secondlie, wee have not ſuch occaſi- 
ons, and vſes at home for t he Brethren, and ſecond ſonney 
of our houſes to get them prefermenc as of old. Third- 
he, that vniverſall plague of Cautionarie, throughout 
the whole Kingdome, whereby their is ſach a generall 
intercourſe of diſtreſſe. each one for another. asall are lin- 
ked into it: which all in following out ſuch honorable, 
and honeſt indevoures abgoad might bee remedied, | 
ſpeake not of the favoured Courteour, nor of the fortu- 
nate Stateſ-man, for they have their owne bleſſinges from 
G OD, and favour of their Maſter in their ſeverall pla- 
ces: but vnto ſuch, my noble friends, and Countrie- gen- 
tlemen, ſuch as my (elfe is, and fo diſtreſſed as l am 
and ſpeaking out of mine owne experience; proteſting 
that cautionarie hath beene vnto mey vpon mine honour, 
and credite, the value of an Hundrerh thouſand pounds 
which any unploy ment abroad, either in the (crvice of 
my King, or my Countrie, might haue ſpared vnto me, 
and bettered the eſtate of mine Houſe. Neither doe [ 
- ſpeake ſo farre of my ſelfe, for want of abilitie to doe 
mine owne buſineſſe, which | praiſe G O D is know ne 
to ſuch , as knowe my ſelfe: but to giue everie man a

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ſenſe, and feeling out of mine owne experience, howe [ 
ſce theeſtate of the Kingdome. 

Then( Worthic Countriemen)let vs lay theſe two things 
in the ballance, and judge vpon (hem: whether it is ber. 
ter for vs to goe there, where wee may haue to live in 
in a fruit full Soyle, and whcleſome , in all ccmmodities 
aboundipg to our contentuients, beeing onlie a lule in- 
dultrious , and paineſull? than to live heete at home as 
Runnagates, vopanſwerablero (iO D, the King, the 
Lawes, to all reaſon, and conſcience: to bee captivate 
as ſlaves, and caſt in loatliſome Priſons, to ſatiſſie with 
our perſons, when our goods hath failed vs: and eſpeciallie, 
when wee have wronged our beſt and kindeſt fricndes, 
who our of their loves hath engaged themlelves, to be 
diſtreſſed, and impriſoned for vs, which ſhoulde bee a 
greater grieſe vnto vs, than our owne umpriſorments. 
And then ſhall wee diſdaine plantation: which to en- 
ter ptiſe is ſo horourable ; to proſecute ſo pe ſſible: to 
purchaſe ſo lawtuil, and when attained, fo profitable 2 
No, whoſoever ſhall reaſon agairſt the ſeme, eſpecia ly 
ſuch as are in diſtreſſe, may well bee reputed, either the 
Baſtard of genetoſitie, or the nuſhivg of ſimplicitie, or 
the abject of frugalicic: and ſhall either become for ever, 
the proſtitute ot infamie, or conſecrated to perpetuall 
cblivion: and when hee is dead, his actions, his meanes, 
his r:meand all, ſhall die with himſelſe; and it hee ſhall 
ever happen to bee temen. bred, that remembrance (hall 
onelie bee in igne minie, as the Wrerch of his Countrie, 
the Curſe of his Kinred : and an vnthtiſt for bimlelte. 

But I ſpeake not to ſuch a crew, whoſe baſencfle I 
knowe cannot chmbe to ſurmount the meaneſt tmagined 
d flicultie , that may ariſe. I ſpeake to ſuch noble Spi- 
tites and generous mindes un whom doeth ſhine the light 
of knowledge to diſcerne the differences berweene a baſe 
ſecuritic and honourable ations, vice and vertue, ſtupi- 
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ditie, and true worth: and who in end ſhall not miſſe to re. 
joycein the enjoying the fruits of their labours in them- 
ſelves, and their aames to bee honoured with a perpetu- 
all remembrance. 

And if wee would ſtudie to beeremembred in our po- 
ſterities, heere is offered the occafion to inſert vs in the 
bookes of memorie: for if wee would portion our ſecond 
children in a plantation, and ſuch as in nature wee are 
bound to helpe, and advance: both fhall wee bee re. 
membred in their ever-living ſuccefſions , throughout all 
enſueing ages: and they provyded in a competent bee. 
ing — meanes for them ſelves, and theirs, and to bee 
thereafter profficable for their King and Countrie: which 
is better, than either to be kept at home baſelie, & ſhoi t 
of that which is beſeeming their birth, and qualitie: vr 
to bee ſent to the ſervice of the Warres of forraine P. in- 
ces, and to bee cutted away by the ſword, and then ne- 
ver more againe remembred : and for ſo ſmall meanes, 
as thereby yce can furniſh themſelves both in rayment , 
and foode, 

Imbrace then the honours of plantation. Doe wee 
dreame of difficulties ? then knowe; that it is out of the 
greateſt difficulties, that ſpring the greateſt honours: & 
it is that Knighe-hood, which is gotten vnder the ban- 
ner of a King, and in the Fieldes which is moſt honoura. 
blez and not that, which wee acquire by our moneyes g 
as the moſt part is now a-dayes. And that our actions 
may both renowne vs, and beget vs moneyes, wee may 
ſee in the examples that I haue ſette before your eyes, 
both of forraine nations, and of our own Countriemen, in 
their late plantations of [reland, their eſtates now , their 
dignities, their honours, their credite, and their riches: 
and what they were knowne to haue beene before. 

But theſe | leave to your judgments : onelie now, to 
make an end, I mult entreate thee ({ Noble apd comrreons

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Nader) to excnſe my freeneſſe in this my homelie diſ- 
courſe, which I perſwade my telfe the generous minde

Knights Baronets, Vnder-akers ofi o faire deſignes; ſo 
chat nowe I ccaſe with my penne, but never 
with my Sword to doe them ſervice for
